to have King Staniflaus crown’d ; bnt the Confe- 
derates cannot agree upon a Time and Place for 
doing it. The King has caus’d 4000 Men that are 
of his Party, to pafs the Viftula, and will {peedily 
take the Field himfelf. The Swedith General Bonde 
has pillag’d and burnt in the Province of Sendomir 
about 60 Villages belonging to the Nobility that are 
confederated for King Auguftus. We have confirm’d 
Advice, that 16000 Mufcovites have joyn’d the faid 
King’s Troops near Jawarow. 

Auguft 15. furrendred on 
Terms, and was not taken by Storm and the Gar- 
rifon put to the Sword as was reported. "Tis con- 
firm’d that the 6th of this Month a harp Fight hap- 
pen’d on the Duna, 11 Leagues from Riga, between 
a Body of Troops under Prince Wiefnowiski on the 
Part of the King of Poland, and fome Swedith Forces 
under General _ patos the former were put to 
the Rout, with the Lofs of about 3000 Lithuanians 
and Mufcovites, 28 Pieces of Cannon, 40 Colours 
and Standards, &c.

Pars, Auguft 23. The Court appears to approve 
very much the Election of King Staniflaus of Poland, 
becaufe he always fhew’d an Affection for France, 
and has been very forward to promote its Intereft. 
Tis faid the Republick of Poland has promis’d to fur- 
nith him 12c00 Men, to ‘maintain him en the Throne, 
and the King of Sweden offers him 20000, if occafion 
be, to eftablith him firmly on it. King Staniflaus is 
brave, liberal, and prudent ; he is generally belov'd 
by the Polith Nation; his own and his Wife’s Family 
are very Rich: The Palatine of Ruifia, who mar- 
tied a Lady of the Family of Bethune, is his Uncle.

Lieutenant General Salifch has fer Men to 
work to demolifh the Fortifications of Fort Ifabella 
and the Sluyces about it, purfuant to the Orders fent 
him by the States: He fies fent 6 Squadrons from 
Bergen opzoom to reinforce the Army commanded 
by Monfieur D’Auverquerque. 


Falmouth, Auguft 19. Yefterday fail’d to the Eaft- 
ward the Prince Eugene Privateer with a Prize for 
Flufhing. This day came in here from Cruifing the 
Rofinboom Privateer, of Fluthing with another Pri- 
vateer of that Place, who have retaken a Dutch Pri- 
vateer of 16 Guns, and taken and brought in hither 
a French Merchant Ship from Greenland of above 
500 Tons that was bound for Port Lewis, laden with 
Oyl, &c.
